strides have been 
treatment of this terrifying dis- 
ease. 


Since the cause is not known 


and prevention is not possible, 
cancer Is fatal when overlooked or 
neglected, for when cancer is left to 
Itself the "hopeless" stage of treat- 
ment is soon reached. Then it Is too 
late to apply modern knowledge tc 
Its removal, but if early treatment 
is given the hope .of recovery i£ 
very bright, 
Regardless of age and condition 
ot health, it is necessary for every- 
one to heed the first warnings. Toe 
often the importance of the earl} 
Bymtoms is overlooked and resort is 
had to home remedies.
